on One of the Trains. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., September 8.— A 


Bpecial to the Times from jimporia, 
KSB., nays : Oue of the worst wrecks In 
the history of the Santa Fo road occurred 
three miles east of here about 7.30 
o'clock louight. Twelve to fifteen per- 
oonq were killed and aa many more were 
badly liurt. 


The fast mail train going oast and the 


Mexico and California express, west- 
bound, collided head on, The Mexico 
and California ex pros a was pulled by 
two locomotives and when they utrnck 
the engine drawing the fast mail the 
boilers of all three engines exploded and 
tore a hole in the ground GO deep that 
the smoking car of the west- bound train 
went in on top of the three engines and 
two wrecked mail cars and balanced 
there without turning over. 


The passengers in the smoking car es- 


caped through the windows, The front 
end of this car waa enveloped in a vol- 
ume of striding emoke and steam belch- 
ing up from the wreck bolow and the 
rear door wan jammed tight in the wreck 
of the car behind. The wreck caught 
Ironi the engines. The curs in the hole 
and the smoking car burned to ashes iu 
a very short tinse. In cliinhingfroni the 
Buiolung our f-over.il men fell through 
the rifts in the wrnck bolow, and it is 
impossible to tell whether they oecuped 
or were burnud to d<*ath.

Mr. Bryan waa one of the noblest men 


in the crowd of roecuore. Ho lielpod to 
carry out the dead and wounded and 
gave the greatest attention to their care. 
One poor follow who \v*a badly maimed 
called to Mr. Bryan and said: "I wont 
to hoar you today; I am dying now and 
want to Bhake your hand and Bay God 
bloaa you. I( you poaaibly can, Mr. 
Bryan, get me a ilrinlc of water." 


Mr. Bryan went Into the faat mail car, 


one end of which was burning, and came 
out with tho drink of watnr which ho 
gave to the buffering naBBonger. Ho 
brought out cunhiona for others of the 
injured and waa every where present to 
minister to tho wanta of the suffering. 


It is four oil that nearly all of the BOVOU 


mnll clorka perished in the die us tor, but 
BO far only BIS badiuu 
from tho wreck.

but escaped with only scratches and 
brnisea. The other cars ot the faat mail 
train, a baggage and an express, were 
totally wrecked.

trainmaster.

LATUHOP, Gal., September 8.—The 


Southern Pacific expreaa train No, 17 
from San Francisco to Los Angeles was 
held up at a switch near Morrano at 9 
o'clock thru evening. Elaborate prep- 
uratiouB bad been made by the train 
robbers, who had piled ten tiea acroas 
the track and had set the pile on fire. 
As the train slowed up, the robbers, 
who were standing beaide a fence near 
the track, fired five shots at the train 
meu. A tramp riding on top of the bag- 
gage car was shot in the hip, the only 
person wounded. Two deputy sheriff a 
who happened to be on the train, tried 
to return the fire, but the robbers be- 
coming frightened, ran across the fields 
in the direction of the San Joaquin river, 
without making any further attempt to 
loot the train. The deputy sheriffs left 
the train at Ripon, and are organ :zing a 
poaso to pursue the robbers. 


RIPON, Gal..September 8.—The south- 


bound express train from San Francisco 
to Los Angeles was stopped here for 
twenty minutes tonight by a crude at- 
tempt to hold up tho train. At an open 
placu on the lino near Morrano, five 
miles from hurt1, ton ties had been piled 
on thy track and tlie wood ignited. Thp 
train alowed up as it approached tho 
burning pile, mid two moil who wore 
lurking bo hind tliu fuuee on the side of 
the truck lircd aimloBaly toward tho 
train. Ono of tho charges ot buckshot 
entered ihe hip of a tramp who waa 
stealing a rido 011 thu top of one of the 
care. 


The attempted robbery waa not un- 


expected, tho ties having boon piled on 
tho track in a similar manner a few 
nights ago. Anticipating a renewal of 
tho attempt Sheriff Cunningham bad 
placed two duputiea on the train, one of 
whom wan riding in tho cab. As soon 
soon as the train stopped the deputy 
leaped from the cab and the robbers 
iled precipitately toward the San Joa- 
quin river, eight or ton miles distant. 


Deputy Sheriffs Black and Wall could 


not get near enough to the robbers to 
open fire on them and the track being 
uninjured the train proceeded to this 
station, whore the deputies took a trail 
to try to capture the robbers. It is re- 
ported here that late tumuli I the depu- 
tlea had arrested a man under suspicion 
of being a member of the gang, and 
took him with thorn br loam to Stock- 
ton. The injured tramp is being treated 
here and will probably recover. 


Tho passengers on the train knew 


nothing of tho trouble until the brief 
episode was concluded. 


So far aa local information goee no one 


ia especially under suspicion. The at- 
tempted robbery waa amateurish in the 
extreme. The place selected for the 
holdup waa the poorest in tho country 
from a robber's standpoint. It was on 
an open plain, distant from trees and 
shelter of any sort. When the train 
ilowed up the two robbers, who stood 
like sentries behind tho fence, fired 
blindly in the direction of tho train and 
then ran away. 


The train waa reported as forty min' 


utea late here just before midnight, but 
made up half that time between Ln- 
throp and thie point. There were a 
large number of passengers, but none of 
them seemed to have buen scared by the 
bold up. 


Conductor Itridgee eaid: "The train 


,wiia running on time and bad reached a 
point close to Morrano in an open saiuly 
country, where a man standing near the 
track iired live pistol shote in quick suc- 
cession at the train. One of tlie ehota 
atruck a tramp who waa on top of tho 
baggago car and wounded him in the 
hip.
